The Police Blotter 

The nine-year-old son of a 
Greenbelt resident narrowly escap¬ 
ed serious injury last week. A num¬ 
ber of young hoodlums, all resid¬ 
ing in the 73 Court of Ridge, forced 
the youngster into the woods where 
they tied a rope around his neck. 
Then, throwing the rope over the 
limb of a tree, they tied the other 
end to a stray dog. The dog was 
then called, and urged to run. It 
was not determined who rescued 
the youngster, but he escaped with¬ 
out any serious harm done to him. 
All the children involved in the es¬ 
capade were identified. Later, the 
parent of one who was called the 
ringleader, called to state that her 
child was not responsible for the 
incident. 

After an interview that took place 
at the police station last Monday 
night, five young boys, ages 11 to 
13, were put on probation for 30 
days for their part in the series of 
illegal entries and robberies of the 
North End food store. They are 
to be restricted to their own home 
and back yard, with consent grant¬ 
ed for them to attend school, 
church, and Sunday School, and' 
complete restitution will be made 
to the North End food store. Mr. 
Roy Bright, state probation and/ 
parole officer, who is assigned to 
several counties including Prince 
Georges County, Police Chief Pan- 
agoulis, tl’.e boys and their parents 
took part in the interview. The 
money expended for the restitution! 
of damages will be repaid to the 
parents by the boys from their al¬ 
lowances. _ 

Last weeks’ heavy snow was thq 
cause of some beautiful scenic sights 
but caused one accident on South¬ 
way Road, involving a car and a 
bus. The auto, driven by Albert] 
Hutchinson, of Hyatts-ville, skidded 
on the ice and collided with the bus 
approaching on the other side of 
the road, causing considerable 
damage to both vehicles. In an at¬ 
tempt to avoid a crash, the bus 
swerved and ran off the side of the 
road. Mrs. Isabel Wilhelm, a pas¬ 
senger on the bus was shaken up 
and she was taken to the Leland 
Memorial Hospital where she was 
treated for bruised ribs. 

Young Gregory Vella, 6-B Hill- 
■side, was bitten by a dog, and taken 
to a doctor for treatment. His 
wound was determined to be super¬ 
ficial, but the dog will be kept un¬ 
der observ'ation for a period of time. 
The owner of the dog has agreed 
to pay for the medical expenses. In¬ 
formation received from the police 
department discloses that the keep¬ 
ing of a pet does not violate a town 
ordinance but is contrary to' the 
terms of federal leases. 

A call was received from Mrs. 
Luther Hurt, of Tract 83 (the 
white frame house near the Legiorv 
Home), for a ladder from the fire 
truck to rescue two men trapped in 
her home. The men were carrying 
a refrigerator from the first floor 
to an upstairs room, when the gas 
seal on the refrigerator broke. The 
men were unable to leave the room, 
as the refrigerator blocked the 
door. The fire department respond¬ 
ed and upon arrival found that the 
men had escaped from the window 
to a roof, from where they were 
able to make their way to thd 
ground. 

A car belonging to James Karitas. 
was found blocking Glenn Dale 
Road last week and ^vas moved in¬ 
to a driveway by Ed'ward Walker, 
of Glenn Dale Road. Mr. Karitas 
informed the police depaftment 
that he had left the car at the Le¬ 
gion Home the night before. 

The windows in the High School 
were found open last week by the 
police department. The principal 
was notified, but it has not been de- 
termined whether anything is miss¬ 
ing. 


GCS Members Get 
1.8% Patronage Return 

Greenbelt Consumer Services 
members who turned in their 1948 
patronage slips will receive a re¬ 
fund of 1.8% this year, as well as 
5% dividend on their stock, it was 
determined this week, as the audi¬ 
tor’s report was announced. The 
cooperative’s total volume for 1948 
was $1,881,509.65, with a net mar¬ 
gin, or income, for the co-op of 
$42,443. According to the by-laws 
passed at the last membership 
meeting, 20% of this income muslj 
be put into the permanent reserve, 
5% dividend paid on stock, and the 
remainder, after taxes, allocated to 
patronage refund. 

The complete financial report 
will be presented at the GCS annual 
meeting next Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 23, held at the Center school 
auditorium at 8 p.m. Other re¬ 
ports will be the president’s, gen¬ 
eral manager’s, and committee re¬ 
ports. Election of a complete board 
of directors will also be held that 
evening. A recorded comedy skit, 
“Coop, 1948” will close the evening. 

The recent low sales volume at 
the North End food store was 
brought out in the general mana¬ 
ger’s report, presented by Bassett 
Ferguson to the GCS board of di¬ 
rectors at its regular meeting last 
Friday. The store’s business for 
January 1949 was $7,028, a $3,000 
drop from the January 1948 figure 
of $10,021, and it operated ot a loss 
of $355.43 for the month. This 
business, Mr. Ferguson said, wa3 
presumably lost to the new food 
store. He pointed out the prob¬ 
lems of maintaining supermarket 
pi !d e4 iiT hdighiror- 

hood store. 

The board agreed that further 
discussion shouhl be held on the 
subject, with members in the North 
End particularly concerned to be 
consulted. 

Harvey Brown, president of the

Each person 
at the tea contributed a quarter to 
the Juliette Low Fund. The Girl 
Scouts and Brownies also contrib¬ 
ute to this fund by giving as many 
pennies as they are old. 


Polio Drive Nears End 

Town Manager Charles T. Mc¬ 
Donald announced on Tuesday tha1j 
the town’s annual drive for funds 
to aid the infantile paralysis cam¬ 
paign had resulted in $1260, wfith 
an expected total of about $1300 by 
the end of the drive. This is slight¬ 
ly more than the total amount col¬ 
lected in Greenbelt last year, Mr. 
McDonald commented. 


Churches Complete 
SetelemenEs On Sites 

The five church groups whose 
bids for sites within Greenbelt 
were accepted by PHA have con¬ 
cluded the settlement of the deal 
and have paid the balance of the 
sale price for their respective prop¬ 
erties, PH.'V Manager Charles M. 
Cormack announced on Tuesday. 

At the time of the announcement, 
the deeds to the sites were in the 
hands of lawyers who were com¬ 
pleting the necessary registration, 
of the deeds before turning them/ 
over to the church authorities, ac¬ 
cording to the clergymen whom the 
Cooperator contacted on Tuesday. 
The five groups who now own 
land within Greenbelt as a result of 
this sale are St. Hugh’s Catholic 
Church, the Greenbelt Community 
Church, the Greenbelt Lutheran 
Church, the Mowatt Memorial 
Methodist Church and the Jewish 
Community Center.

Council Approves 
Charter Changes 

Changes in the town charter were 
approved by the town council at a 
lengthy meeting Monday night and 
set forth in a resolution to the 
Prince George’s County. Delegates 
to the General Assembly requesting 
enactment of appropriate amend¬ 
ments during the 1949 session. 

The action followed study ex¬ 
tending over many months on the 
part of council members, town 
manager and town solicitor and 
several open meetings and public 
hearings for citizens’ suggestions. 

Big Time 

On only one charter change had 
no discussion been heard—Coun¬ 
cilman Frank Lastner’s suggestion 
to change the name “Town of 
Greenbelt” to “City of Greenbelt.” 
The council’s vote on this motion 
was three to two. Mayor Thomas J. 
Canning and Councilman Allan 
Morrison dissenting. 

Election reforms constituted a 
major change in the charter. Voters 
in the municipal elections must 
henceforth register prior to a thir¬ 
ty-day period preceding the elec¬ 
tion, with no provision for late reg¬ 
istration. (At present the charter 
permits registration up to fifteen, 
days before election day, and there¬ 
after late registration under certain 
conditions including the payment 
of a fifty-cent fee.) Extension of 
time from three to seven days for 
examination by the Town Clerk of 
nomination petitions and for ac¬ 
ceptance of nominations by nomi¬ 
nees is provided for in a charter 
change. Another change prohibits 
electioneering within 100 feet of the 
polls. 

Boundary Changes 

Boundary changes were approv¬ 
ed which if passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture will include in the town limits 
a tract of land in the north end of 
Greenbelt now included in Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture boundaries and 
will exclude from the town bounda¬ 
ries all pieces of privately owned 
land, such as the Schrom holdings. 
The council expressed reluctance 
to wrhe these ‘islands” out of the 
town limits but in view of the prop¬ 
erty owners’ desire to stay outside 
of Greenbelt the motion was passed 
four to one, Councilwoman Betty 
Harrington dissenting. 

Personnel Committee Established 

A personnel committee was es- 
■tablished and the following de-l 
scription will be included in the 
charter changes: “The Council may 
appoint a committee of three dis¬ 
interested citizens to hear or re¬ 
view any individual grievance of 
any regular employee dismissed or 
otherwise aggrieved by action of 
the Town Manager. Such commit¬ 
tee shall be advisory in nature only 
and the decision of the Manager 
shall be final in all cases, and not 
reviewable in any court or body.” 

charter change v.'as approved 
to require the town solicitor’s pres¬ 
ence at council meetings when so: 
r'=quested by the town manager. 
The charter now requires the so¬ 
licitor’s presence at all council 
meetings. 

Deletion of a former amendment 
setting the tax rate on rural or farm 
land was also voted, as well as 
several minor changes in wording. 

Presentation of the resolution to 
the county delegates will take place 
Monday. February 28 at Annapo- 
I's, when the council members will 
have an opportunity to discuss the 
changes with the individual dele¬ 
gates, it was agreed at the council 
meeting. 

Other business at the meeting in¬ 
cluded authorization of a reply to 
a Public Housing Administration 
letter which requested sixty days 
in which to act next year on the 
payment in lieu of taxes. The 
town manager was asked to point, 
out in reply that such a request was 
impossible if the new council was

From the report^ 
we have received, they had a very good reason for doing so, namely i 
repeated inferences that they favored the double-shift plan foil 
next year over the quonset plan because they would only have toi 
work a half-day. 

That’s ridiculous. In the first place, if we have to stick to a 
time-clock procedure, how about paying them time and a half over¬ 
time for the hours spent grading papers and preparing for the next 
day’s classes after school is finished? Secondly, any teacher in the 
school could probably leave that field and earn a far better salarj^ 
than he is getting now, or may get next year if he stays in that 
profession. 

However, since the subject of quonset huts versus the double¬ 
shift seems to have been brought up quite strongly let’s take a look 
at it. Quonset huts are a good idea. They will help to relieve some 
part of the congestion temporarily, and the kids will stay on a 
single shift. 

But what about the overcrowded conditions for gym? Hall- 
v/ays are certainly no place to try to hold a gym class. The cafe¬ 
teria is overcrowded now—what will it be like next year? How; 
about the woodworking shops and chemistry classes and typing) 
classes ? Are they going to get a lot more equipment to handle the 
extra pupils on one shift ? If so, where are they going to put that) 
equipment? How large are these quonset huts going to be? How 
large will the classes be under each plan? 

Has anyone bothered to ask the pupils and the teachers what; 
they prefer and the reasons for their preference? Has the higli 
school PTA taken any sort of vote on it? We haven’t heard of any 
yet! 

Headaches 

It looks as if our police no sooner clea.r up a case of juvenile 
delinquency than they get hit right in the face with another one. 
They did a good job on the five youngsters who broke into the 
North End Food store, both in clearing the situation up and meting 
out the punishment with the cooperation of the parents of children 
involved. 

The attempted hanging is a lulu, though. Frankly we’d hate 
to be in the shoes of George Panagoulis in a case like this. He 
probably has aching ears from irate; parents screaming “My John¬ 
ny wouldn’t do a thing like that!’’ All we can say is, Johnny 
wouldn’t—if he had a little understanding and discipline at home.
